DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to the amendment filed for application 10/553,415 on 
April 13, 2009. 

Claims 6-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to show or render obvious the method for operation a motor vehicle as claimed, and 
particularly wherein at the start of and during an automatic stop phase, checking whether a 
currently acting braking torque is smaller than the threshold value and increasing the brake 
torque to a value which is greater than or equal to the threshold value when said currently acting 
braking torque is smaller than the threshold value and including the remaining structure and 
controls of claim 6. The present invention also particularly includes monitory whether the motor 
vehicle is moving and incase of movement, the control device actuates the brake device in such a 
way that the braking torque is increased, including the remaining structures and controls of claim 
10-12, respectively.
